The high rate of in- 
terest, the limited loans, and mos: 
of all the short term of loaning, all 
handicap the bank, however disposad 
it might be to furnish eredi: to the 
farmer. 


On tue other hand the private loan 
ing companies; do not provide what 
the farmer wants. Their rates are 
much higher than the banks, and 
their methods are not always as 
careful as the banks. 

Tt is of great importance ty the 
country in general, particularly at 
this time, that the ¥armer should 
have plenty of capital to develop 
the Jand. At the conclusion of the 
war all countries will be face to face 
with difficulties. That country which 
produced most will: most quiezly 
right itself and start out in the 
road of progress. The country 
should be developed in the mast vi- 
gorous and most complete capacity. 
It cannot be done without umple ¢ca- 
pital carrying a moderate rate of in- 
terest. 

In addition to that, the terms of 
Payment should be adapted to the 
needs of the farmers. 

A bank loans money to a farmer 
and then starts in on him to reduca 
the loan before he has been able to 
get in any revenue af all. 

A Kansas City banker just last 
week, placed a scheme before the 
state of Kansas for a banking — or- 
ganization which would we of, value 
to the farmers of that country. 

In part his scheme is to furnish 15 
year loans at reasonable interest, 
without renewal commissions or add- 
ed items. 

It seems to me that the best solu- 
tion to the problem is the organiza- 
tion of a land credit bank. The state 
should control the operations of the 
bank. I think capital of one milion 
dollars, held by state banks, and in- 
vestment companies would he the 
proper amount. The bank = should 
confine its loans to farmers who are 
actually cultivating the ands they 
own, and should be either upon the 
strairht payment or amortization 
plan. The straight loans should be 
made for not Jess than five or long- 
er than fifteen years, and give the 
farmer the privilege of making pay- 
ments after three years. Amortiza- 
tion loans couk! be extended for 35 
years. and the payments arranged so 
that the loan and interest would be 
entirely absorbed by the monthly 
payments. ‘ 

The loams should not exceed 59 per 
cent of the value of the land for 
straight loans, and 65 per cent for 
amortization loans. TI would Hmit 
the number of acres on which any 
one person could obtain loans to 200 
acres in Wastern Kansas, and not to 
exceed 640 acres in the western part 
of the state. Then the bank would

ion. 

There may be considesable difiicul- 
ty in adapting a financial organiza- 
tion of that kind to our system.

Ottawa, Jan. 27.—Replying to the 
delegation which waited on the Pre- 
mier this morning asking for Dom- 
inion wide prohibition during tue 
war,  Slir Robey Borden asked. if a 
statement coufd “fa prepared, to show 
tuevextent to whith provincial legis- 
lation was being enforced and also 
what would be the. effect of 
provincial enforeements. 

Sir Robert Borden declared — that 
since 1884, when a resolution of this 
kind bad been pasved that alliances 
had turned their attention towards 
provincial measures. A very great 
advance had been made in provincial 
legislation. The enactment of a law 
is one thing, and the cnforrement of 
it quite another. There Was no 
worse possible exumple to tha peopie 
or no more evil lesson than an en- 
forced. law. If in Quebec the people 
had not. been able to “induce the leg- 
islature to enforce provineial powers 
to their limits it was obvious that 
there must de some good reason, 
and the federal authorities, who Were 
now asked to. go even further, must 
take agcount of it. He assured the 
deputation that {ull opportunity 
would be given’ to discuss the mat- 
ter in. parliament. He added = that 
if prohibition was a good law — in 
time of war, it would be equaliy as 
ood im time of peace.

Having shed the watcr to the side | 
of the roadway, it is equally im- 
portant that arrangements be made | 
for the satisfattory progress cf this 
water in the roadside ditches.  Al- 
though the slope of these ditches 
may be fairly flat the. water should 
flow to a definite outfeil end so ie 
carried away from the nezighborhocd 
of the roadway. It migiit seem un- | 
necessary to emphasize such an ok- 
vious matter as an outlet for the 
side ditches but strange to say this 
feature is totally neglected in many 
picees of roadwork. Due to the soak 
age of water irom these blind ditch- 
cs into the bony of the roadbed bad 
spots are developed which last long 
into dry periods. | 


Subsoil drainage is often necessary 
where the road runs across low wet 
ground. If the surface of the sub 
soil water can ibe lowered a firm 
foundation for the roadbed may be 
obtained. Drainage of this type is 
usually quite expensive and in many 
cases may be classed with ‘bridges 
and other permanent provinclal un- , 
dertakings. Another type of subsoil , 
drainage is that of the roadbed its- 
self. Tile drains are placed on one 
ot both sides of the roadiced at 
depth of 24 to 3 feet below the sur- 
face. The moisture in itself is 
drawn off, thus increasing its bear- 
ing power and lessening the action 
In the clay soils so preva- 
leit in the jpnovince itnis type of 
;work is of questionable utility, . In 
sand roads ‘it would be distinctly 
harmnftl since a sand road is the 
one: exception to the gene2ral rule 
regarding drainage. The retention 
;of the moisture is the feature to be: 
;aimed at in the operation of such 
a road. 


Initial construction and drainage 
ate so Closely connected that a dis 
cussion of one must ijaclude the oth- 
er. Without therefore devoting any 
tials in road building we might con- 
sider the third, watch applies more 
particularly to road operation.

lwhich fills"in the ruts, smooths out 
{the ridges and re-crowns the road 
by moving material from the — sido 
to the centre. The drag itself is 
extremely simple to construct. Any 
Diacksmith shop or well equipped 
farmer’s workshop could turn one 
out for not more than $15.00. The 
cost of operation is also ‘by no 
means excessive. Owing to the char- 
acter of the spring and: fall seasons 
in the province and since no work 
is required during. the winter’ an 
average of, $10.00 per mile per year 
should cover all that is necessary in 
dragging operations. This is equiv- 
alent to a charge of $3.75. per qnuar- 
ter-section for ‘this part of road 
maintenance.

CHAMOIS-GASOLINE EXPLOSION 


Whenever you filter ga3olino through 
chamois you are playing hide and 
seek with one oi the deadliest com- 
binations known to man-electricity 
and gasoline. 

Nover strain gasoline 
chamois. Gasoline and chamois 
not get along 

Let us assume that you are about 
to fill your tank. The funnel is in 
the nozzle. The chamois strainer is 
in the funnel.. The gasoline is turn- 
ed on and as it pours through the 
chamois it menerates static electrici- 
ty. Staticai electricity may be de- 
fined as electricity that is at rest. 
It is an agent neither of construct- 
ion or destruction, so long as no- 
thing is done to unleash-it. Unleash 
it’ knowingly or unknowingly, and 
you have to deal with the most dia- 
polical force known, a force that de- 
stroys with the quickness of light- 
ning. ; 

So long as the funnel fits securely 
into the mouth of the’ tank, thus 
creating a ‘‘ground’’ you are safe. 

Now for the sake of excitement, 
let us assume that you did not al- 
low the funnel to rest inside the 
nozzle of your. tank, so that the 
gasoline seeped through the chamois 
skin. Hither yourself or someone 
else held the funnel in mid-air, or it 
rested free of the ‘side of the’ tank. 
No ground. was formed. 4 

We have said that gasoline, a vol- 
atile substance, passing through a 
chamois. forms  staltical electricity, 
which charges the funnel. When the 
amount of electricity is sufficient to 
produce a jump spark, that spark 
followed the ingvitable law of elect. 
ricity attraction, jumps .to the mear- 
est ground, which is your tank. In 
doing. so it must pass. across tho 
opening b?tween the end of the fun- 
Nel and the edge of the tank through 
wdich the gasoline vapor tis ‘rising. 
Suddenly there is g, violent discharge 

Many have, been burned and scar- 
red for life through the ignorance of 
this fiend of electricity. Many more 
it is sad to relate, have been meas- 
ured out on the last. cool bed. No 
one was able to tell just how thay 
died, 

The moral to be derived from this 
article is: Do not put gasoline 
through a chamois skin. But if you 
will imsist on taking chances, be 
sure that you have a ‘“ground’’ on 
it, by touching the funnel to the 
opening of the tank. Be dowble sure 
that you take this precantion.—Am-
